For 
that reason, there will be far greater 
interest in what recommendations he 
will make to congress for the promo- 
tion of agriculture, industry, and com- 
merce, and for the realization of the 
ambitious national program of eco- 
nomic development he has in mind. 

The President will outline an agri- 
cultural policy which will be essen- 
tially conservative and will give no 
satisfaction to the Supporters of the

unsound economically he has indicated 
clearly. His agricultural policy is 
founded chiefly on the development of 
coOperative marketing, to promote 
which on a large scale he will ask the 
action of congress. 

The systematic development of in- 
land waterways expanding transporta- 
tion facilities of the nation will be 
dealt with in the message in greater 
detail than hitherto, though it is un- 
derstood the President will do no 
more than suggest in genera] terms 
the scope of action by this congress 
which he regards desirable. 


The President is convinced that 
productivity of many regions of the 
-country would be increased and pro- 
duction costs decreased by a readjust- 
ment of transportation so as to use 
water routes as well as railroads. 
When asked recently for an expres- 
sion of his attitude toward the lakes 
to the gulf deep waterway and the St. 
Lawrence seaway, in both of which 
the middle west is deeply interested, 
the President indicated that he would 
disclose his view of these and other 
projects in his message. It is not 
doubted that he is favorable to both 
propositions. 

Consolidation of the railroads into e 
few great systems is another of the 
President’s creeds.

The German reichstag, by a substantial ma 
jority, has ratified the treaties of Locarno. Itisa 
victory for Luther and Stresemann, who nego 
tiated the treaties for their country. It is a com- 
pliment to the patriotism of Von Hindenburg, who 
submerged his own leanings in the desire to do 
what he thought best for his nation. It is a defeat 
of the nationalists, who would see junkerism and 
the Hohenzollern dynasty returned to power. 

The ratifidation of the Locarno treaties is the 
best evidence yet given to the world that Ger- 
many as a republic is an established fact. With 
this much accomplished, it seems that at last 
Edrope can look forward to days of peaceful re 
habilitation. Not all has been settled. Russia and 
Asia, the menace from the east, still brew in poten- 
tial eruption. But western Europe, seat of the 
old troubles, has at least achieved a constructive 
basis. 

Locarno proved that the nations of Europe, 
when they so willed, could seat themselves about 
a conference table and evolve friendship. The 
ancient alliances were in essence negative. They 
provided for mutual aid against a time of war. 
Locarno, while that element still entered in, re 
sulted in something positive, a working agreement 
in behalf of a time of peace.

THE WESTERN BOULEVARD 
BRIDGE, 
Chicago, Nov. 20.—Having just burned

FOR WIDENING HALSTED STREP. 

Chicago, Nov. 25.—Halsted street, orig- 
inally referred to in the Chicago Pla 
commission report as the “king of 
streets,”” has been neglected in the rapid 
forward movement of Chicago. This 


street extends from the south limits into — 


the boundary of the north side on a 
straight line. It should be the greatest 
thoroughfare in the city. Why not make 
this a 108 foot street so that the south- 
west traffic coming in on Archer avenue 
and other arteries may avoid the loop 
passing north on this street to Ogden ave- 
nue? 

This would relieve the loop of 25 per 
cent of its unnecessary traffic, and would 
help solve the traffic problem in the 
loop. It is now a 66 foot street, which is 
entirely inadequate. The street is of no 
great value as it is for the trafMfe moves 
so slowly that it is avoided by all who 
can find another way of travel. 

The business men on the street could 
well afford to pay an assessment for such 
an improvement as the traffle on the 
street would make property values much 
higher. The Chicago Plan commission 
could well afford to initiate the movement 
as the greatest improvement the city 
requires today.

“Green Bush,” by John T. Fred- 
erick, is one of those books which are, 
of their type, excellent examples, 
which are written with meticulous 
care and skill, but which somehow 
just don't thrill you, and you can’t tell 
why they don’t.

“The Sailor’s Return,” is in its way, 
| although of an entirely different genre, 
as great a piece of work as “ Lady in- 
to Fox."”"

Strangely enough, the Patrick Henry 
of the occasion was himself an Eng: 
lishman, W. A, Cragie, noted professor 
of Anglo-Saxon in the University of 
Oxford, who spoke before the college 
section of the council. His topic was 
"A New Dictionary of American Eng- 
lish.”’ 

The rapid and independent develop- 
ment of American self-expression, he 
said, can no longer be covered by the 
British vocabulary. A new dictionary 


-of exclusively American words and 


phrases with their dates of origin and 
historical connections, he believes, has 


become a necessity.

Prof. Cragie exp'ained that the main 
purpose of his visit to this country 1; 
to promote a national movement to- 
ward this end. English experts at the 
University of Chicago are already plan- 
ning to coGperate in the work, he said, 
and other universities will soon be en- 
listed. Hundreds of teachers, authors 
and educators wil] be asked to help 
in compilation of the dictionary by 
reading assigned books and sending in 
reports. , 

“Will we tneorporate American 
slang—that is the question I am a<ked 
everywhere,” Prof. Cragie continued.

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Pan-European Union 
to Be Launched in ’26, 
Visiting Count Says

So rapid has been the growth of the 
plan for a United States of Europe 
that the centennial] of the first Pan- 
American congress in 1926 will mark 
the first great concerted movement 
toward the establishment of a similar 
Pan-European congtfess, it was an- 
nounced here yesterday by Count 
Richard Nikolas Coudenhove-Kalegi, 
editor. of Pan-Europa, official maga- 
zine of the Pan-European union. and 
one of its earliest and strongest advo- 
cates. ‘ 

The congress is to be held in October 
of next year in Vienna, where head- 
quarters of the Pan-European union 
have been established in the Hofsburg: 
the old palace of the Hapsburg rulers, 
Sentiment of the great statesmen of 
the countries involved,_including Ger- 
many has been so favorable, Count 
Kalergi said, that he has not the 
slightest doubt the federation will be 
effected at that time. 

As sketched by the count, the Pan- 
European congress would include al! 
the countries of Europe with the excep- 
tion of England, Russia and Turkey. 

At noon today at a luncheon given 
by the Chicago Council on Foreign 
Relations at the Hotel La Salle, Cont 
Kalergi will deliver an address on the. 
proposed congress. He {s- accompa- 
nied by Countess Kalergi, who is 
known as Ida Roland, and is famous 
on the Viennese stage.

Girls! If You Must 
Smoke, Here’s How 
It Is Safely Done 


New York, Nov. 27.—(/)—lIf ‘ the 
girls of Barnard college simply have 
got to srnoke, at least they have an 
unofficial guide as to how, where and 
) when to do it. 

A list of nine rules—unofiicial and 
unposted—has been prepared by Dr. 
Guliema F. Allsop, college phvsician. 
Sex: has nothing to do with the harm- 
ful effects of smoking, says the physi- 
cian, for a weak man may easily be 
outsmoked by a husky college girl. 

The rules suggest that a girl should 
not smoke until she is 21 and until 
she has been examined by a physician 
to determine whether it will be in- 
jurious. Another rule places the num- 
‘ber of cigarettes a day at five, while 
a fourth describes how the tobacco 
, should look. 

Inhaling and blowing through the 
nose are bad, says rule No. 5, and No. 
6 says smoking should be done out- 
doors, “if you can get away with it.”
